GAS AT GRAHAMT0N. 

A Heavy Flow Attained At Depth of 
Only One Hundred and 
Seventy-eight Feet. 

Grahampton, Ky. —Investigation has 
proven it nothing unusual to find natural 
gas almost anywhere in the gas belt ol 
Meade county, but that this result should 
be attained at a depth of only 17s feet 
w the surface is certainly unpreced- 
ented. Yet it is at this depth that gaa 
baa been found in abundance at Gra- 
hampton. and in a deposit of slate, like- 
wise unknown in any boring in tbe 
county. When penetrating tbla slate to 
■stance of only four feet, the drill, 
ighing 500 pounds, waa thrown en- 
tirely from its place and to a height of 
several feet above the surface of the 
ground, while the gaa issued with such 
ir as to be heard a half a mile die- 
a alarming the people of the 
town with the belief tbat the boilers of 
the mill had burst. 

The flow has continued unabated, and 
with the same force and volume for ten 
days, affording ample fuel for all steam

RAISE YOUR OWN HAY.

Now thee* are fact* and I would aug- 
that we quit fooling with crops not 
adapted to our soil and surroundings, 
plant eomett.ing we can grow and on 
ground we are now planning tor another 
crop. In this way we will grow better 
and cheapxr hay and save hauling too. 

Take the ground you have mapped 
oat for oats. Wait until the ground is 
dry anil in good order to work before 
plowing. Break clow and deep 
thoroughly harrow before sowing vour 
oats. As oats are harveated ahock in 
straight rows from fence to fence, either 
break immediately, or disc, harrow and 
fire thoroughly; than sow from I to U 
bushels of peas or beana. If the ground 
is capable of growing a fair crop oi oats, 
sow beana medium ; they will make 
more per acre than peaa and are richer. 
If seed ia your object, beana will make 
more than peaa aud in addition, if prop- 
erly cut and cured, will produce a hay 
crop better and have more feeding value 
than any timothy you can buy. If num- 
ber one hay ia the object, cut aa hav 
while in bloom or aoon after, and you 
have a hay that for stock cannot be ex- 
celled. 

Now, if you aow oata on ground too 
often sowed in oats or too badly abused 
and worn to bring enough oata to make 
the seed aown, I would suggeat that you 
eow the whippor-will pea. Thia variety 
will easily mature a good hay crop to be 
cut when the peaa are first turning ripe 
or it will make a seed crop with the 
straw a fine feed as hay. 

To care for hay, cut down in good 
weather and let aun until you can- 
not twiat water out of it. Then put 
it in a tight barn aa aoon aa possible or 
let wilt and put in narrow piles and 
leave several day. When cured turn 
out in sun two or three hours as you 
would clover and haul in. With peaa 
•nd beana, line the clover plant, the 
stem and leavea are the most valuable 
part and should be saved in auch • way 
as to secure all of them 



peaa in the spring with 180 lbs. of fertil- 
iser composed of 15 pecks of acid phos- 
phate and 10 pecks of muriate potash 
This will produce good graaog the first 
year. Sow in rye, 1 ) bushels to the acre, 
In the early fall or lata summer. The 
stock tramping over thia will cover sum 
ciently and make fine fall graiiing Fill 
np the washes and plant peas and be-ra 
With thia grtt'ng in the summer and 
Covering in the winter, with green crops 
to prevent washing and leaching, in a 
few veara you will be able to grow any- 
thing on thia ouce despised land. In 
thia wsy you secure good graz.ng with 
a constant improvement of foul soil.

To punish a man for nonpayment of 
a certain tax by forbidding him to en- 
ter a restaurant Is a rather singular act 
rff government, yet In the canton of 
Bern such a lnw Is In effect. Every 
man In Switzerland must serve in the 
Swiss army if be be iihyslcnlly capable, 
and If lie be not physically capable he 
must pay what is called the military 
exemption tu.
